LESSORS, AND THEIR ROYALTIES, 


§12,—It is to be hoped that the present position of the Tankerville 
Mines will have an important effect on the minds and views of the 
owners of mineral age gta who grant leases for their development. 
Over and over again in the last few years were the lords of these 
mines urged by the directors and shareholders to modify the rates of 

heir royalties, in response to which some concessions were granted, 
bee if they had been more liberal in time I believe that it would 
ve had a favourable influence with the shareholders, who would 
pve been thus encouraged at an early date to find more funds for 
working the mines. 

It was pointed out to the lords that the price of lead had long 
continued very depressed, and that while the shareholders had been 
and were losing largely, they—with no risk and without any expense— 
were enjoying a considerable annual income from royalties. Their 
properties were also in no way injured in other respects. On the 
contrary, they were actually improved, from the large expenditure 
of the company in the district, causing greater demand for farm 
produce, diminishing poor rates, &c., while a good price had to be 
paid to the lords for land damage, &c. 

Another instance I may give of the short-sighted policy of those 
who own mining property, is the case of a mine in Wales with 
which I am connected, where the lord was applied to for a rea- 
sonable reduction of royalty, in consideration of the shareholders 
agreeing to spend a large sum in the erection of boring-machinery 
and opening out more rapidly the eastern portion of the mine. A 
good part of the required amount had already been subscribed, and 
the whole would soon have been forthcoming, but the lord having 
positively refused to comply with the application, the intention of 
the shareholders was abandoned, and tlie deposits paid were re- 
turned. Had it been otherwise the lord himself would have been 
now the greatest if not the only gainer. 

I need scarcely allude to the late abandonment by Mr. Beaumont 
of the extensive lead mines in the North of England (which had 
been successfal undertakings in his family for centuries), mainly 
and originally through the difficulties with the Ecclesiastical Com- 
missioners with reference to the rate of royalty. In these days of 
levelling down in all other interests, the owners of mineral property 

must submit to the inevitable, and be content to accept a royalty on 
profits instead of on the gross returns, as at present. If this is not 
adopted, metallic mining in this country will, in no long time, be 
entirely abandoned. 

I notice that a public meeting has lately been held at Shrewsbury, 
at which Mr. Jasper More presided. The object was to raise sub- 
scriptions for the miners lately employed at Tankerville. I would 
suggest that the lessors of mines generally who have received large 
sums in royalty without any expenditure or risk (even where share- 
holders have lost heavily) and who have otherwise profited by the 
working of their mining properties, should be first called upon to 
subscribe, and as Mr. More has had about 30,200/. in royalty during 
the last 13 years from the Roman Gravels Mine in the immediate 
neighbourhood, his name might appropriately head the list.

Sir,—Anything encouraging in mining matters in these days of 
depression will be welcomed by all those interested in the well-being 
and prosperity of mining in Cornwall. For many years the Messrs. 
Taylors, of London, worked Polberro Consols on a very limited 
scale; did not carry on much tutwork, and under the management of 
the late Capt. John Hancock confined their operations principally to 
strulls, tribute pitches, and opening up any tin branches, &c., with- 
out going to the expensive mode of sinking the mine; during these 
20 years I believe profits were made to the extent of about 40,0002. It 
was often thought and talked about by the old miners and tinners 
of Polberro that Capt. Hancock might to great and profitable advan- 
tage sink the engine-shaft at Polberro, and explore the mine to 
greater depths. I have often heard the shaftmen say there were one 
or two lodes to be intersected in the sinking of the Poiberro engine- 
shaft; and perhaps with an outlay of 10,0002. Polberro Mines could 
be made rich, lasting, and dividend-paying for many years, and be a 
great boon and blessing to the mining population of St. Agnes. 

It would be nothing more than look like what is right and fair that 
10,0002. out of the 40,0007. which was profited in Polberro should 
have been expended in the sinking and exploring that mine ina 
mining-like manner. It perhaps could be done, then, for 10,000/., 
as allthe machinery, ponderous and good, was on the mine in full 
operation, a pumping-engine merely keeping the water for a few 
and for dressing purposes, a good steam-whim, and splendid steam- 
stamps, with all the necessary requisites.

These gentlemen, with Capt. Vivian as manager, Mr. Hancock as 
pay clerk, and Mr. T. M. Ninnis asclerk, have a man or two clearing 
up an old shaft, and also have a few old tributers doing bad raising 
a little tin. I heard one say that he and two others had not got a 
penny for three months. This said Polberro Mine is in 10,000shares, 
selling at 17. 10s. or more per share—15,000/. for the mine, two or 
three old whims, &c. Nothing can be done to make this a good and 
paying mine but by laying out 20,0007. 

Polberro is a splendid property. I know of nothing better in 
Cornwall, only it must be worked, and worked properly ; and, if the 
price of tin keeps up, will make agrand mine. But what is there 
here (with the property as it stands) to make it worth 15,000/., and 
sell for such price per share. Some months ago Capt. Wm. Waters, 
of this place, had a grant of the Duchy of Wheal Coitlands. This 
included Wheal Dreath Crofts, Jong the property of the late Thomas 
Seymour, I often told Capt. Waters that it wasa good sett, and 
that something good would one day be discovered in Wheal Dreath. 

We hear and read in the Mining Journal glowing and startling 
accounts{ from time to time about Trevaunance—I think highly of 
this ground. They have made a discovery of a rich copper lode in 
the Wheal Dreath part of the sett, and will at once put up an engine 
and other necessary machinery, and lay out a few thousands of 
pounds and make the property of great value ; but, I ask again, what 
is there at present in Trevaunance to warrant 18,000/., and scarcely 
anything done. I intend going through all the mines in this 
district and speak out on the subject, and let the mining world know 
that St. Agnes is a grand mining district, and we want our mines 
worked for the benefit of our mining population—for the benefit of 
our children—for the benefit of those out of employ in this district 
now Penhalls is stopped- 

There is too much money made in market operations—too much 
money made in buying and selling; these are the curse and doom 
of mining. It is high time the Press of this country should interfere 
on the behalf of the poor and hard toiling metallic miner, and in the 
interest of the Cornish miner. If something is not done soon we 
shall have to say farewell to our stalwart and noble Cornish miners. 
Our mines cannot go on, and the prejudice and spite existing in the 
minds of those who used to put money in mining is fast becoming 
a mighty obstacle which no power nor influence can overturn or 
destroy. What are the Cornish people about to allow such a state 
of things to remain? Why do not they clear the atmosphere, and 
like Mr. McMeeken, of Glasgow, look into this subject, and into the 
register, share, and other books sometimes ? Fair Puay.

ASIA MINOR MINING COMPANY. 


The third ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the 

offices of the company, Austin Friars, on May 30, 
Mr. ArtuuR A. Levy in the chair. 

Mr. P. A. EAGLE (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting, and the report and accounts were taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the report and accounts having been 
taken as read, he wouid now, with their permission, address to them 
a few remarks on the principal items appearing in those accounts. 
In the mining expenditure they would see a sum of 1600. charged 
to the revenue account as the cost of ore included in the original 
purchase. That sum was, they would see if they referred to the ori- 
ginal prospectus, a sum paid by the company to the German Com- 
pany for ore on the surface of the mine. It was estimated at 2300 tons; it was

ng those .extraordinary expenses. Other items were the subscription to 

the Hissar Fire Fund (105/.), which was passed at the last meeting, 
and the travelling expenses of the director and consulting and mining 
engineers, which cov the journey of Oolonel Bake, accompanied by 
Oaptain George (the age engineer) and a member of the firm who supplied 
the machinery to the mine. They went last April, and were abvent over 
two months. The expenses they were put to were 160/. for fares, and the ex- 
nses for hotels and living were about 200/. Oolonel Bake received simply 
he money out of pocket. As to yee George it was part of his agreement 
that he was to visit the mine, and that was included in his fee. Included also 
in those expenses was the sum of 100/. for fares of some of the staff who went 
out, and this item might very well have been charged over three years, the term 
of the engagement, but the board thought it best to write this off at once. The 
item, 6917, 19s. 7d., consisted of printing, stationery, &c., at the mine, 119/.; 
telegrams, es, &c., 195/.,and one or two other items making up the total 
to 6912, All these expenses were not the expenses of one year, but the expenses 
of a year and seven months. The insurance of buildings and stores amounted to 
1711, 63. 4d, They had insured as far as they could in this country the whole of 
the buildings. The premium was a high one, but there were comparatively 
few offices which would take it at the price they were paying—1 per cent. 
Government taxes was an item set out in the original pros us. ** Pro- 
vender, &c., 348/,,” was for their own use at the mine. 
plant and machinery was ag: at 296/.; and de 
at dressing-floors, 460/. This represented 12% per cent. on the whole cost 
of machinery, which had arrived, and been working up to the time of 
making up the accounts, and this the board considered more ample to pro- 
vide for any deterioration, On the credit side he would call their attention to 
the pr s of ore, 21,6997. He was pleased to say that that ore netted about 
14/, a ton, and considering the very serious fall in the price of lead since the 
company was started he t) -— ~ it must be satisfactory to everybody that they 
had obtained so gooda price. When this company was incorporated in April, 1881, 
lead ore was worth 14/. ; to-day it was worth about 11/. per ton. Part of this ore 
was sold during last year, when it was worth 12/. to 12/. 10s. That representeda 
difference of fully 22, a ton, which would have been all profit to them had that 
rice been maintained. The next item was dressed ore at the mines. That he 
elieved was taken at a very moderate figure. The board had estimated it at 
11/,, and it ought to bring considerably more than that.

The slime pits, which 
were carefully constructed ought to contain the largest »ercentage of silver. 
The board could have taken credit fora portion of this quantity, but they re- 
frained from doing so, because they did not want to bolster up the accounts 
in any way, although they would have been justified in taking it into 
the accounts. The other items on the credit side he did not think called for any 
special comment; they were oy és interest they had received and registration 
fees.

THE STEEL AGE—No. I. 
Both these problems were eventually solved by Sir Wm. Siemens 
(then plain Mr, Charles William Siemens), whose loss this district 


and the world at large have so much cause to lament. The regene- 
rative gas furnace, which was the joint invention of the two brothers, 
Charles William and Frederick, was adapted to the fusion of scrap 
iron and steel together with hematite pig-iron in the open hearth of 
a puddling furnace. Similar experiments having been conducted on 
the continent by the brothers Martin, who held a license from the 
brothers Siemens for the use of their furnace, and who also suc- 
ceeded in making excellent steel, the process became known as the 
Siemens-Martin process. The success of the open-hearth process was 
such as to justify the establishment of the: Landore Steelworks in 
1869, Siemens’ experiments having been previously conducted in his 
Sample Steelworks in Birmingham. As may readily be conjectured, 
the consumption of scrap became so great that in a few years the 
demand overtook the supply, and what had before been a drug in 
the market became a valuable commodity. Nothing daunted, Siemens 
faced this new difficulty, with the result that the Ore process, known 
as the Siemens or Landore process, was perfected. For the conduct 
of the Siemens process no scrap at all is necessary, although some is 
generally used for convenience. This is the process by which almost 
all the celebrated Siemens steel made in the United Kingdom is pro- 
duced, the Siemens- Martin process being very little in vogue amongst 
us, although in much favour on the continent. In the Siemens 
process, pig metal of suitable quality, similar to that used in the 
Bessemer process, is melted on the open hearth and decarbonised by 
iron ore generally obtained from Bilbao, which is thrown in lumps 
into the molten bath of metal. The oxide of iron in the ore yields 
its oxygen to the carbon and silicon of the pig-iron, the former going 
off in the gaseous form and the latter forming slag. The pig is at 
last left pure iron, having lost very little in weight, notwithstanding 
the elimination of the carbon and the silicon, as the iron ore, so 
essential to the process, has contributed to the charge a large portion 
of the iron it contained. At this stage the metal is ready for the 
spiegeleisen, which is to convert it into steel, or for the ferro-man- 
ganese, if ingot iron or mild steel be the desired product. When 
considering the manufacture of ingot iron, we are struck by the far- 
sightedness of Mr. Mushet, and his thorough mastery of the possi- 
bilities of the steel processes when he filed a second specification on 
the same day as the one already described. 

With so valuable a material as mild steel to be had, a bar of which 
will stretch 30 per cent. of its length and more before breaking, the 
wonder is that anything else is used in the construction of bridges, 
and especially in that of ships, which, conveying as they do, not 
alone valuable merchandise, but still more precious lives, should be 
made of the material best suited to ensure safety and security. Mild 
steel possesses greater strength than iron, and is more durable, whilst 
real economy is studied by its adoption in ship-building and other 
structural work. Several causes have delayed the universal use of 
steel, but not the least important is that the old established iron 
works and men engaged in the trade, rather than be beaten out of 
the field altogether, have kept reducing prices and working for less 
and less wages, thus making the first cost of an iron vessel or an iron- 
boiler always less than one made of mild steel. The first cost, how- 
ever, is not all the cost, and anyone with practical experience of the 
two classes of structures will admit that the cheapest in the end is 
that which is a little more costly in the first purchase. As may be 
imagined, steel has had a hard battle to fight, but when iron rails 
have actually become more costly than steel rails, it is clear that in 
the near future the same will occur in other branches of the trade. 
How much this question is exercising the minds of steelmakers 
generally may be gathered from a recent newspaper report on the 
Scotch steel trade, which says “that the minds of makers seem to 
be impressed with the idea that they will be able before long to 
produce and sell steel at prices equally as cheap as malleable iron.” 
The reporter “has the best reason for knowing that some of the 
ablest of the steel manufacturers have this result constantly before 
their minds, and that they will not rest satisfied until they have 
attained it to the full, and driven the iron manufacture entirely 
from the market.” It is almost superfluous to add that others besides 
the Scotch makers mean to show no guarter in this contest for the 
survival of the fittest. What this contest means may be inferred 
from the fact that the producing capacity of Great Britain is about 
four million tons of puddled iron per annum, and about the same 
amount could be produced in steel, Bessemer representing three 
millions and Siemens one million. As four million tons represents 
the weight of rails 56 lbs. per yard ina double track 22,727 miles 
long, you will see that the contest for employment must be a keen 
one, and iron is doomed in every direction where steel enters into 
competition with it at the same price. 

The excellent qualities of mild steel have been so repeatedly 
before the public that it may surprise you we should now proceed 
to consider any of its faults, but you will see the wisdom of this 
study when you remember that anfopen enemy is better than a 
treacherous friend, and in the same way we may provide fora known 
defect, whereas an ignorant confidence may be the cause of loss or 
disaster. In the working up of steel, asin flanging boiler ends or 
in moulding plates to shape, it would sometimes happen that cracks 
appear in the most mysterious manner, in some cases destroying a 
vast amount of labour. Although these misfortunes were by no 
means unknown when using the best iron, yet the advocates of the 
latter material did not fail to make the most of these accidents by dis- 
crediting steel, and attributing an unreliability to it which iron itself 
was not free from. It has to be confessed that it was a hard puzzle 
to solve, and it was important to discover the cause of these occa- 
sional failures. Sometimes, when rivetting up a mild steel rivet, 
just as the head was being finished, off it would come at the last 
blow, showing a brittleness altogether at variance with the normal 
qualities of the material. Now, it was shown by Mr. Gore so far 
back as 1869, and published in the proceedings of the Royal Society 
of Jan. 28 of that year, that if a strained iron wire were heated to 
redness by a voltaic current, or other means, on being allowed to 
cool the contraction of cooling was at a certain point, and for a 
limited period arrested by an action of elongation. Mr. Gore further

207 ft. 6 in, from the shaft, at which point the cross-cut was suspended and the 
men placed to drive west on the course of the lode, in which direction they have 
now driven 23 ft. 3 in, from the cross-cut, The ground in the present end, and 
for nearly the whole of the distance driven on the lode has been favourable for 
driving, and in amygdaloid of a promising character, although at present un- 
productive for copper. Owing to the change of temperature at surface we are 
beginning to feel its influence on the ventilation throughout the mines, but 
more particularly in this part. Weintend, by utilising material available on the 
island, to make arrangements with the view to overcome this difficulty (which 
will be more serious as the hot weather sets in) when we can spare the teams to 
carry the necessary timber.—Mains’ Shaft: This shaft is now sunk about 32 ft.

IMPORTATION OF AUSTRALIAN COAL TO ENGLAND.—“ Sending 
coals to Newcastle ” is an old mode of casting ridicule upon people 
supplying from a foreign source a market suffering from an over- 
production of the article inquestion. Yet, absurdity notwithstand- 
ing, we have continua!ly to face the fact that our home industries 
are subjected to the keenest competition from importations from 
distant countries. Our farmers, says the Liverpool Courier, have 
learnt to fear the surplus of American and Indian crops more than 
the effects of a succession of bad seasons. The grazier looks with a 
jealous eye on Australian mutton and Yankee beef. The quarry 
owners of North Wales have been compelled by the enormous im- 
portations of American slates to bring the price of their manu- 
factures below the cost of production, Belgian ironwork is every 
day used in the construction of our warehouses destined to contain 
the overflow of other countries, and, almost incredible though it may 
seem, coals are now imported into Liverpool to the utter discom- 
fiture of the colliery proprietors of Lancashire. The ship Port Jack- 
son, from Sydney, New South Wales, has just been berthed in the 
Langton Dock, with a cargo of 3100 tons of Australian Cannel coal, 
for the use of the Liverpool United Gaslight Company ; other car- 
goes of this cannel have, we understand, been previously brought to 
Liverpool, although, as far as we can learn, no Psa notice has 
been taken of the fact. Doubtless the Liverpool Gaslight Company 
have considered it wise not to prominently bring before the public 
an article of which they, up to the present time, have had practically 
a monopoly, rendering them independent of the supply from the 
Wigan mines. We hear that the Australian coal is so rich in gas- 
producing qualities as to make it more profitable for the gas com- 
pany to pay a very high price for this mineral rather than to purchase 
the Lancashire Cannel at the unprecedentedly low rate at which it 
can now be obtained. A Lancashire Cannel seam was formerly con- 
sidered a mine of wealth, but that the trade is now extremely de- 
pressed cannot be doubted. The disastrous stoppage (a few days 
since) of the Ince-hall Coal and Cannel Mines, by which over 1000 
men were suddenly thrown out of employment, can only be attri- 
buted to the excessive competition now prevalent. The importation

ReMARKS.—This has been a short week, and business for consump- 
tion and shipment remains almost at a standstill, and advices from 
the foreign market give littie or no prospect of revival. With the 
exception of copper and tin, there is no vitality or life in the 
markets; but a settled, unbroken, monotonous gloom prevails. In 
those two metals, however, there is some animation, which nevertheless does 
not arise from a good genuine trade, as is evidenced by the — oT stocks ; 
but it is to be attributed solely to speculative t ctio ven speculative 
buying is not spirited—one day there is a good deal of disposition to effect pur- 
chases, but the next there is an equal desire to press sales; one day the favour- 
able features of the markets are brought prominently forward, and allowed to 
bear their full influence upon prices, and instil confidence and encourage cheer- 
fulness, but the next everything is viewed through a gloomy medium, and the 
markets become very Evidently then the action of operators does 
not foreshadow the future, and, although there may be many a change and fluc- 
tuation, yet it is confidently —, that no real and permanent improve- 
ment in legitimate trade can be effected before the antumn, while, even then, 
there are grave doubts as to whether the revival will be as thorough as could be 
desired, because the trade is now in such a crippled and stagnant condition, and 
must require considerable time before it can again assume a healthy condition. 
At times when trade is dull, the mov ts of speculators strongly indicate the 
future, or show that there isa chance of the market turning in one direction or 
the other. They are ever the foremost in seeing the first probabilities of a likely 
change, and operate accordingly ; but now their action bespezks nothing except 
that they are divided in their opinions as to the future, and the sharpness with 
which nearly all operators turn over their contracts, either for the rise or fall, 
and willingly accept the smallest possible profits rather than run further risks, 
clearly shows that they are very uncertain as to the future. 

A striking proof of the paralysis of trade, chiefly in the iron districts, may be 
hered from the railway traffic returns. The backbone of a railway’s prosperity 
Bthe goods traffic returns, and they have been going off not from bad to worse 
during the past quarter, yet showing but little amends, particularly those which 
serve the iron districts. For instance, the North-Eastern, which showed a loss 
of 26,000/. during the first quarter of the year, has since more than trebled itself, 
while the Midland has picked up some of its previous loss. The Lancashire ard 
Yorkshire has distinctly improved in its goods traffic, but the Great Northern 
has lost the slight increase shownat theend of the first quarter of the year ; the loss 
has arisen from diminished goods traffic. The Great Western has lost heavily 
upon goods traffic since the end of March, and the London and North-Western 
shows a loss of no less than 108,000/. for the first five months of the year. Some 
of the railways have picked up their losses in passenger traffic, but with that we 
have nothing todo. It is the goods traffic which evidences the state of trade, 
and tLe great falling off in the returns is attributed to the absence of business 
in iron, a most unsatisfactory feature, since iron bears such an important in- 
fiLeice not only on other metals, but also on all other of commerce. 
CopPeR.—As we anticipated last week there has been a tem- 
porary advance in this metal, but the rise has only been sustained 
for a very short time. Up to 56/. and 561. 5s. was realised on Tues- 
day morning for cash parcels of Chili bars, but holders soon showed 
themselves to be very ready sellers thereat, and even effected sales 
for forward prompts at the cash quotations. This of necessity had a depressing 
influence upon the market, and the price soon receded to 551. 5s., at which it re- 
mained fairly steady. There was no particular cause for the rebound, except 
that it is of a usual occurrence after a serious reaction ; and no advantage has 
been ned by the movement except in enabling a few operators to diminish 
their losses upon some of their recent contracts. The Ohili charters for the last 
half of May were announced on Tuesday at 1700 tons, and the price in Valpa- 
raiso is advised as 54/. 15s., cost and freight Liverpool, which also tended to 
weaken prices, as it not only showed the price in Onilito be much below what

Tue statistics for the month of May are also unfavourable, as they show an in- 
crease in the total visible stock of 1972 tons, which amounted on the 3ist ult. to 
44,73) tons, against 42,758 tons on April 3). If comparisons be made between 
the stock and prices now and those for the similar period of several years past 
the comparison is very satisfactory, and strongly indicates an advance in pricer, 
Both stocks and prices are now very much below what thev have been for some 
years past, the nearest approach for prices being the year 1880, when the price 
was slightly above what it is now, and then the stock was more than 20,000 tons 
in excess of what it is at the present time. This is a palpable evidence of the 
growing demand for copper, and ought to dispel some of those anxious fears 
that are entertained and so wLitneatide about future supplies. 

Izon.—Owing to the Whitsuntide holidays many of the works 
have been closed throughout the whole of the t week, and the 
market has continued very depressed. The trade in all its branches 
remains exceedingly quiet, orders being particularly scarce, and 
the severe competiiion continues to weaken prices and place them 
at remarkably cheap figures.

NEW PRIMARY BATTERY. 


That electric illumination by means of incandescent lamps could be 
largely introduced for domestic purposes provided the current could 
be cheaply supplied from a simple and reliable battery, which could 
be kept and attended to in the house has long been admitted, but 
hitherto this desideratum has not been obtained. It is now claimed 
that the domestic primary battery, which is the result of the com- 
pined efforts of Messrs. LALANDE, CHAPERON, and SPENCE, provides 
what is required. Theoretically the battery costs nothing, inasmuch 
as the value of the material produced in the combination of the two 
elements used is greater than their original separate cost. A similar 
claim, however, was made for the batteries of the Electric Power, 
Light, and Colour Company 30 years ago. The batteries worked ad- 
mirably—in fact, too well, inasmuch as about the same quantity of 
material was produced in a month as could be sold in a quarter of a 
century—in fact, the salt produced in the generation of the current 
could not after the first week be sold at all, as all users and pur- 
chasers had by that time been overstocked ; it is, therefore, essential 
before anything is said in favour of the Lalande and Chaperon bat- 
tery to know precisely where the resulting products are likely to 
find an unlimited market. But the real question is whether the 
current can be produced economically with the battery, even assum- 
ing the resulting salt to be valueless, since competent authorities say 
that the battery is steady and reliable, and that the whole apparatus 
to light a room will not cost more than a good moderator lamp, and 
that it can be transported from room to room as easily. 

As to the battery Mr. Hospitallier, whose authority as an electri- 
cian is beyond question, expresses a most favourable opinion ; he 
states that the battery, the initial electromotive force of which one 
hour after being set up equalled 0-98 volts, was put in circuit for six 
whole days through a resistance of German silver wire of 0°8 ohms. 
The difference of potential at the terminals was measured by means 
of a graduated volt-meter of Sir W. Thomson. Thus the external 
resistance, R, and the difference of potential at the extremities of 
this resistance being known, it is easy to deduce from them the in- 
tensity of current, the quantity of electricity supplied, and the cor- 
responding electrical energy. 

The current supplied was on an average half an ampére during six 


days, or 518,400 seconds. The total quantity of electricity supplied 


was 259,000 coulombs, the weight of zinc consumed 88 grammes, 
which corresponds to a theoretical production of 260,000 coulombs., 
This is a most important point, and very favourable to the battery, 
for it shows that the local action is practically nil. The energy 
that the battery is capable of supplying is therefore available at 
will, without it being necessary to disturb the elements in order to 
withdraw the zinc from the liquid, as in the bichromate of potash bat- 
teries for example. The useful available rendering is 0-02 kilogram. 
per second. In six days therefore the battery supplied 10,363 kilogram. 
of available electrical energy. This exceeds the results obtained up

CoAL AND IRoN INDUSTRY IN HUNGARY.—Hangary is rich in 
minerals, far more so than is generally supposed. Iron, of which 
it isa large consumer and importer, has been chiefly smelted and 
manufactured with charcoal, but the forests near the works are 
rapidly becoming exhausted, and the time has arrived when the vast

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ROYAL UNIVERSITY OF MINING AND SCIENCE. 


The suggestion that the Normal School of Science and Royal 
School of Mines should be raised to the rank of a University by ob- 
taining for the Institution a Royal Charter empowering it to grant 
degrees in Science, entitling the holder to the rank and pr ence 
enjoyed by holders of Science degrees from the older universities of 
the kingdom, has met with qualified approval from several Associates 
of the Royal School of Mines, although scarcely more than a fort- 
night has elajsed since the matter was first mentioned by the 
Editor ; and it is gratifying to find that even the doubts expressed tend 
to demonstrate the probable advantage of the change. Men are 
naturally indisposed to acknowledge publicly that any title other 
than that which they hold or are working for is preferable, and the 
Associates of the Royal School of Mines form no exception to the 
rule, so that however much they may feel that a degree is superior 
to the Associateship they are unwilling to take an active part in any 
movement of the kind until its success is fairly assured; and they 
are certainly not to be blamed for their reticence. 

That a Royal Mining and Science University would be a national 
advantage in many respects can scarcely be disputed; and if the 
suggestion be supported by those interested there need be no diffi- 
culty in settling details on such a basis that success shall be cer- 
tain. In another colamn “ A, R. 8. M.” mentions a fact which a 
non-associate would scarcely have cared to bring forward, although 
it really formed the basis for the suggestion in the Mining Journal 
of May 17. There is at the Royal School of Mines an absence— 
necesearily s0—of practical training, and it was felt that by creating 
a@ Mining and Science University the South Kensington department 
could secure the co-operation of the various science schools present 
and prospective of the kingdom, and thus ensure the maximum of 
useful instruction in pure and applied science ree agg ag to 
thove to whom such instruction be the most valaable. For the | 


teaching of pure science, just as it is for the teaching of medical 
science, London will always possess advantages which no other city 
or town can hope for; but for acquiring what may be termed 
systematised industrial experience London must always occupy a 
secondary position, since neither mines nor great industrial esta- 
blishments are to be found there. Hence London is the proper 
centre for a Mining and Scierce University, although it may not be 
the best hor og A for mining and applied taldnos schools. 

The remedy is no doubt to be found in the direction indicated by 
the question which “A. R. S. M.” puts:—“Is it not possible to 
found or to affiliate two local schools as branches of the main in- 
stitution?” The founding of a Local Mining School in Cornwall 
would no doubt be necessary, but elsewhere all the necessary 
material is ready to work upon. The curriculum for the degrees— 
M.8c., G.Sc., and Assoc.Sc.—of the Royal Mining and Science Uni- 
versity, being limited to modern languages (including English) and 
pure and applied sciences, many (who could not, nor would they 
wish to, to an academic rank where classics, divinity, 
and other non-utilitarian subjects were assential to its attain- 
ment) would work energetically for those degrees in any Science 
School within theirreach. There could be no valid objection to 
affiiliating the Mason College at Birmingham, the Yorkshire College 
at Leeds, Welsh Colleges wherein science is ormay be taught, and 
arranging that a certain number of terms might be kept in those 
colleges provided the pure science courses were taken in London. 
Such an arrangement would, probably, prove to be of mutual ad- 
vantage to the London and to provincial institutions by greatly 
augmenting: the number of students and largely increasing their 
Pp rity. These, however, are mere matters of detail, which 
would have to be subsequently settled after discussion ; the great 

int at present to be considered is whether the elevation of the 

ormal School of Science and Royal School of Mines to the rank of 
a University is practicable, and if so, how the object in view can be 
best attained. 








THE MANCHESTER SHIP CANAL SCHEME, AND THE 
NEW RAILWAY BILL. 


Two or three questions of vital importance to the whole commer- 
cial community, but especially to the railway interests, have occurred 
during the past ten days or a fortnight, to which we would direct 
song: attention. The fact that the Manchester Ship Canal Bill has 

n triumphantly passed by the Lords’ Committee, and the intro- 
duction of the New Railway Bill by the President of the Board of 
Trade are significant hints that the long-urged demands of the public 
for railway reform cannot be longer delayed. The great mining and 
manufacturing interests have hitherto been greatly hampered and 
restricted in the carriage of minerals and goods by the heavy tariffs 
imposed by railway companies. Entreaties and protests have alike 
been futile in remedying the evils. Having practically the mono- 
poly of the carriage of goods of the whole country the wealthy rail- 
way companies have tenaciously stuck to their full rates and “ ter- 
minal charges” with Shylock determination, and nothing but the 
“ pound of flesh” would satisfy these demands. It was felt by the 
manufacturing classes that before redress would be effectually ob- 
tained the monopoly must be broken—hence the unflinching prose- 
cution of the Manchester Ship Canal Scheme, in spite of financial 
obstacles which would have daunted all but men terribly in earnest, 
and who realised the value of the stakes for which they were fight- 
ing. Hence, also, the enthusiasm manifested by the commercial 
interests throughout the whole kingdom when the announcement 
was made that the preamble of the Bill had been proved, subject to 
the proviso that one-half of the required capital should be raised 
before the cutting of the first sod. A sinister ramour is afloat to the 
effect that the insertion of the clause that five million sterling should 


rier to the scheme. For our own part we gave no credence to the 
report; but, even were such the case, the fact that the whole of the 
required sum was raised within a few hours of the passing of the 
Bill is a convincing proof that the scheme will eventually be carried 
out in its entirety, or, at all events, the want of capital will not be 
the stop-block in the completion of such a magnificent scheme, and 
from which such really national results will flow. We regard the 
scheme not merely for its direct and immediate object, nor simply 
as @ triumph of engineering skill and enterpise, but as of national 
importance, because it will doubtless be followed by other inland 
canal schemes, and the powerful railway interests receive a salutary 
check in their heavy freights for the carriage of minerals and goods. 
Whilst the railway directors and managers have received this sig- 
nificant note of warning by the passing of the Manchester Ship Canal 
Bill, the New Bill of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN is another step in the right 
direction, as affecting the public interests. Everybody acquainted 
with railway questions knows that in the year 1873 a body of gentle- 
men were appointed called “ Railway Commissioners”—the object 
being that they should act as a sort of judicial referee between the 
aggrieved commercial public and the railway companies. This 
sounds very well in theory—and no doubt the principle of the ap- 
pointment of such a body is a sound one—but in actual working 
11 years’ experience has pointed out many glaring defects. It is 
now proposed to make this body—the Railway Commissioners—a 
permanent one, and to confer upon them greatly enlarged powers. 
This is the object of the New Railway Biil of the President of the 
Board of Trade, and should the Bill become law there will scarcely 
be a question affecting the great mining and commercial interests 
which may not be argued and settled definitely by the Commissioners. 
We perceive that the Council of the Railway and Canal Traders’ 
Association, acting upon imperfect information as to some of the 
details of the Bill, have threatened opposition to the measure ; but 
Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, in a letter to Mr. H. G. Rern, of Birmingham, 
clearly points out that the great object of his Bill is that the exist- 
ing railway rates should be revised, and an entirely new classifica- 
tion adopted; and, secondly, that power should be given to the 
Railway Commissioners to allow a reasonable sum for “ terminals ” 
on application. The concessions as to terminals are not to come 
into operation until the Railway Commissioners have submitted 
their existing rates to Parliamentary revision, and received Parlia- 
mentary sanction. Now, itis these “terminal charges” which prove 
so irksome and oppressive to the manufacturing and commercial 
public. At present these terminal charges are equal, if not indeed 
more, than the freight, and there is no rule to guide manufacturers 
as to what is or what is not a reasonable sum to be charged in re- 
spect to such services. What merchants and manufacturers desire is 
an “ inclusive rate ” to cover all charges, calculated, of course, upon 
the distance carried, and the weight of the goods, This at present 
most complex question will be to a great extent settled by the New 
Bill of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, and as such will be gladly accepted by 
the whole commercial community. 

The decision given last week by the Railway Commissioners in the 
case of Berry r. the London, Chatham, and Dover Railway Com- 
pany, in reference to terminal charges, will be received with much 
satisfaction by the trading classes. The case arose out of the appli- 
cation of the appellant that the Commissioners should decide what 
(if any) was a reasonable sum to be paid the railway company in re- 
hay of terminal charges. The contention of the respondents was 
that they are entitled to charge for such services though they may 
not actually perform them, as they are ready and willing to do so if 


of the question, declining to allow the wide and unlimited scope 
which the company sought to attach to the words “ loading and un- 
loading.” The company contended that under this heading they 
were entitled to charge the sender of the goods for the staff of por- 
ters and the appliances by which such porters were aided, and also 
for the accommodation provided for taking up or delivering goods. 
jut the Commissioners ruled that such contention was opposed to 
both the spirit and the letter of the Act. Many of the items of 
which it was claimed to charge were part of the necessary expendi- 
ture of a company, whilst others, such as clerkage, checking, and 
weighing, were undertaken for their own protection. The Commis- 
sioners, therefore, made substantial reductions in the company’s 
claims, and ordered them to pay costs. This isa most salatary check

THE GEOLOGY OF THE HULL AND BARNSLEY RAILWAy_ 
NEW COAL FIELDS. 


As the construction of the Hull and Barnsley Railway draws ty. 
wards completion increased interest is being shown with respect to 
the minerals that have been met with in the cuttings and tunnel; 
and which have resulted in the solution of some important geolo, 
gical problems. At some places geological discoveries have been 
made throwing some light on the probable limit of the eastern por. 
tion of the West Riding coal field. It has been assumed, but not 
proved, that the eastern limit will be found at Drax, near the smal} 
market town of Snaith, and under the magnesian limestone, From 
Rotherham the coal measures rise towards the east and going by Way 
of Doncaster, ultimately terminating somewhere beneath the lias of 
Lincolnshire—in all probability near to Keadby. From Barnsley 
they also dip in the same direction towards Goole, and on the routy 
of the Hull and Barnsley Railway from Cudworth. The coal, it ma 
be said, dips ata greater angle than the limestone itself, whic} 
with the lower red sandstone, rests unconformably upon the coal 
measures, At the Shireoaks Colliery the full thickness of 327 ft, of 
the permians were gone through in the shaft. 

In the South Yorkshire district, however, the limestone has not 
been gone through to the coal measures, but in the cutting of the 
Hull and Barnsley Railway some interesting discoveries were made 
both from a geological point of view, and in the interests of the land. 
owners, but the least interesting of these was the finding of the 
| janction of the coal measures with the magnesian limestone a fey 
| miles from Cudworth in a cutting in the railway and also in 

tunnel, The first appears to have been found near to Upton Old 
| Hall, a short distance to the east of Hemsworth, and again ina

tending to the east. The limestone has been quarried from either 
| end in the usual manner, and the coal itselfis seen in one place most 
| distinctly, there being a seam some 5 or 6 in.in thickness. The 
great point for solution now is the probable thickness of the magne. 
| sian limestone near to the supposed limit of the coal field, for its 
thickness increases as it goes in a north-easterly direction from Cud. 
| worth, partly by the swelling out of the strata, and also by the ap. 
| pearance of new At the nearest determined point—Byram 
| Hall—four miles north-east of Pontefract, the limestone is 312 ft. 
thick, and in all probability at Drax it will not be very much 
more. It may, however, be said that the coal measures are found 
!to dip eastward at a greater angle than the limestone itself, 
Near to Drax and Snaith, and close to the new line of rail- 
way borings were made not so long since on the estate of 
Lord BEAUMONT, with a view to going down and proving whether 
the Barnsley seam of coal was there or not. About 400 yards 
'were gone through, and the indications were such as to lead 
to the belief that the seam would be found lower down, but a 
it was a bed of coal 18 inches thick was cut through. The mining 
| engineer who undertook the work has expressed the opinion that the 
| beds penetrated beneath the permian rocks gave the strongest indi- 
| cation for concluding that they belonged to that portion of the coal 
| measures which contain workable seams of coal. But the seam sought 
| for was not likely to be found at such a moderate depth as 400 yards, 
| for not so long since at South Kirby, which is only some eight or 
| nine miles from Barnsley, the seam was found at a depth of 634 
| yards, and of the great thickness of 10 ft.7 in. It was not known 
| that the coal existed in that locality, but the successful sinking at 
South Kirby opened out a new field of coal 40 square miles in ex- 
‘tent. In all probability the same seam of coal will be found near 
to Drax, but at a depth of something like 700 yards. There is every 
reason to believe that the boring on the estate of Lord BEAumost 
will be continued, and the coal reached. If this should turn out to 
| be the case an addition would be made to the known coal field of the 
West Riding of upwards of 120 square miles, and the terra incognita 
| between South Kirby and Drax would become the most important 
| portion of the West Riding coal field, and a source of large and re- 
, liable revenue to the Hull and Barnsley Railway, which would be 
connected with about the most valuable coal field in England, one 
part of which would be less than 30 miles from Hull itself.

Admittedly no part of England is so richly endowed with marbles 
and ornamental stones as Derbyshire, where at one time much busi- 
| ness was done in both mosaics and marble work. But of late years 
there has been less skill and taste displayed by the workers, and the 
demand for them has declined. With a view to revive it an Exhibi- 
| tion of Marbles and Stones has just been opened at Matlock Bath, 
once noted for mosaics and exquisite designs in marble and alabaster 
There is$'the black marble of Ashton, that takes a polish equal to 
| plate glass, the rosewood marble, the red marble known as Rosso 

Moderns, dark grey cellaroid, matraporite, moss-jasper marble, e0- 

trochi with alabaster, blue-john fluor-spar, alabaster, fibrous gypsu®, 

and other stones of varied hues, Then here is the famed limestone, 
| which at Castleton is nearly 4000 ft. in thickness, and of which a re- 
'markable section is to be seen in Matlock Bath itself, on the road 
|to Matlock Bridge; it is a solid mass of shells, corals, and other 
marine fossils of more than ordinary purity. 

Coming to the Exhibition itself, there are some splendid works of 
art, some of which are lent by the Dake of Devonsurre and the 
Duke of RUTLAND, the great lords of the Peak, and both interested 
in the minerals of the county.

An InisH SALT MINE.—A salt mine has been opened at Eden, 
near Carrickfergus, in the county of Antrim, on the estate of Mr. 
Dalway. Some years ago Mr. Dalway incurred a large expenditure 
in sinking a shaft in a field adjoining his lands near Eden, when brine 
was discovered at a considerable depth, but the quantity was in- 
sufficient to yield a continuous supply. When the brine was taken 
out of the pit much time elapsed before the same quantity accumu- 
lated again. Mr. Dalway, convinced from scientific reasons that 
there was salt in the neighbourhood, commenced boring operations 
at points convenient to where the brine had been found, but without 
success. Recently, however, another effort was made, and rock salt 
of excellent quality has been discovered. The vein is of great depth, 
and it is believed that the new mine will furnish a comparatively in- 
exhaustible supply. Rock salt is the principal article of export here. 
‘There are now five salt mines in the vicinity, and these, in addition 
to the works where the salt is manufactured, afford a large amount 
of continuous and fairly remunerative employment. 





ROYAL INSTITUTION OF CORNWALL.. 


In his inaugural address at the meeting last week the Chairman 
(Mr. A. PENDARVES VIVIAN, M.P.) observed that when he accepted 
the honour they had conferred on him he had hoped to have been 
able before then for a short time to have trodden afresh those entic- 
ing paths of natural sciences in which he had enjoyed himself in his 
youth under the guidance of such world-famed leaders as Professors 
Weissbach, Plattner, Cotta, Breithaupt, and Reich, in Germany, and 
the fine old Professor Sedgwick, at Cambridge. He explained that 
his onerous Parliamentary duties had prevented this. Referring to 
the museums of Truro and Penzance, he said that he considered them 
the best he had seen in the provinces. The prominent position which 
minerals occupied in their museums emboldened him to follow the 
example of Lord Mount Edgcumbe, his predecessor in office, and to 
offer some remarks on the production of the county. He felt the 
more encouraged to do this, inasmuch as he believed the object of 
that institution and kindred associations in the county always had 
been to promote and encourage all investigations which might be of 
practical interest and value to their great commercial communities. 
The noble lord, in his address, most ably referred to the tin produc- 
tion of the county, and by his figures showed that they held a very 
leading position in the tin production of the world. Of the 40,271 
tons of metallic tin produced in 1882, Cornwall contributed no less 
than 9400 tons or 23°33 per cent.—a very large proportion consider- 
ing what vast regions of mineral deposits were now opened up to 
mining enterprise. Dame Nature seemed—fortunately for them— 
more niggardly of her gifts as regarded this metal than, perhaps, 
any other (except what used to be called the “ noble” metals) for 
if they took the metal which of old days was always linked to 
tin in this county—he meant copper in the old Cornish toast of 
“Fish, Tin, and Copper "—how different was the state of supply with 
regard to that useful metal. He had tables in reference to copper 
which had been arranged for him. The first was the production of 
the principal countries from 1871 to 1883; the second showed the 
quantity of ore—with the contents in fine copper which had been 
sold in Cornwall and Wales from June 30, 1862, to June 30, 1883. 

From these statistics they would perceive that in consequence of 
the vast and extraordinary deposits of copper, which had been found 
in other parts of the world, their county no longer occupied any- 
thing like that position it used to hold amongst the copper-producing 
districts of the world; but, on the contrary, it had been producing 
less and less, and had now become a comparatively small factor of 
the whole. This, undoubtedly, was a state of things very much to 
be deplored, but at the same time it was one that they must bow 
their heads to and meet as best they could. Fortunately for them in 
the past some of their best copper mines made tin in depth, Nature, 
4s it were, coming to their assistance to enable them to meet the 
vast deposits of copper she was about to exhibit to the hardy 
explorers and prospectors of the Western Hemisphere. The hon. 
gentleman alluded to the fact that many foreign mines had increased 
their supplies since 1871. Rio Tinto, in Spain, in 1883, raised no less 
than 20,472 tons of copper, and in 1871 the quantity raised was 200 
tons. Twelve years since England—they might say Cornwall—pro- 
duced 6280 tons, out of the total productiou of the world of 78,037 
tons, say roughly 8 per cent. Last year the production in Eng- 
land was only 3000, out of a total prodaction of 193,454 tons, a 
little more than 1 percent. The United States, on the other hand, 
had increased from 11,479, out of a total of 78,037—14'70 per cent. 
in 1871—to 52,080 tons, out of 193,454 tons—27°71 per cent. in 1883. 
Taking the second tables he showed that in seven years ending June 
30, 1863, the copper sold was 176,285 tons with contents of fine 
copper of 11,250 tons, in Cornwall; and 38,475 tons containing 





in excess of what it was at t. The value of thé métal, how- 
ever, had been so disastrously low for so many years that only ex- 
par sey well-to-do mines vould afford to sell their ores at the 
pr they commanded in the market. Many besides himself would 

glad to know if the metal was to increase in value. His own 
opinion was that they could only look for an improvement in the 
price by an increase in the demand; he feared that instead of a 
decrease in the foreign supply they would have to meet a very rapid 
and constant increase. And with so low a price he was surprised 
that such a wonderfully useful ductile metal as copper was not sub- 
stituted for many pur; where now iron and other inferior metals 
were used. It might be that hereafter electricity would prove their 
friend, and exercise an important bearing on the market by the 
demand it would create for one, as it were, of their own county 
metals; but at present the outlook was dark and dreary.

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


June 5 —Holiday time has of course brought its usual accom- 
paniments in dulness of business, and the absence of any salient 
features for report. And how dull this Whitsuntide has proved, and 
how small the amount of business that has been transacted, is 
curiously proved by the fact that while in some quarters it is held 
that matters are fairly holding their own, in others the opinion is 
that there appears a decided falling off. The fact is that trans- 
actions have been so few, that almost any opinion of the sort must 
have a very insufficient and merely individual basis, and that any 
attempt to draw any general conclusions from the immediate 
aspect of affairs must be unsatisfactory. So far as we are concerned 
we believe that the situation is practically unchanged, and that no 
very material change is directly probable. 

Mr. Pendarves Vivian, M.P., in his address as President of the 
Royal Institution of Cornwall, took occasion to refer to a point of 
considerable importance in connection with the phase of mining 
enterprise on which he is best qualified to speak—the production of 
copper in this country. He takes, we are afraid necessarily, a 
decidedly desponding view, and his observations are well worthy of 
consideration. He said :— 

In consequence of the vast and extraordinany deposits of copper 
which have been found in other parts of the world, I might almost 
say all over the world, Cornwall no longer occupies anything like the 
position it used to amongst the copper producing districts of the 
world ; but, on the contrary, it has been gradually producing less 
and less, and has now become a comparatively small factor of the 
whole. That, undoubtedly, is a state of things very much to be de- 
plored; but, at the same time, it is one that we have to accept as best 
wecan. In 1871 Australia yielded 6500 tons of copper, and Eng- 
land 6280 tons—the former, however, has gone on gradually increas- 
ing, whilst Cornwall has been lessening its supply, so that last year 
the figures were—Australia 12,000 tons, England 3000 tons. As 
might be anticipated, by far the largest copper-producing country in 
the world is the United States. In 1871 it only yielded 11,470 tons, 
but last year it produced no less than 52,080 tons out of a total of 
193,454 tons, or 60 times as much as was produced from England. 
Some of the largest sources of copper supply at the present time 
were scarcely known in 1871, and there are other countries which 
we may feel certain, in the course of development by their hardy and 
indefatigable miners and by the opening of new railways, will also 
soon come to occupy prominent positions in the world’s market. Twelve 
years ago England (we may say Cornwall) produced 6280 tons out of 
a total production of the world of 78,037 tons; last year only 3000 
tons out of a total production of 193,454 tons. The United States, 
on the other hand, has increased its supply from 11,479 tons, out of 
a total of 78,037 tons in 1871, to 52,080 tons, out of 193,454 tons in 
1883. In 1863 176,285 tons of ore, with a content of fine copper of 
11,260 tons, were sold in Cornwall, and 38,475 tons of ore, contain- 
ing 5587 tons of fine copper, were sold in Wales; whereas in 1883 
only 41,537 tons of ore, containing 2526 tons of fine copper was sold 
in Cornwall, and in Wales only 5237, containing 587 tons of copper. 
It is therefore evident, in consequence of the vast discoveries of 
copper all over the world, that our home production no longer forms 
even an important factor of the whole. My own private opinion is 
that we can only look for an improvement in the value of copper in 
an increased demand for it, for instead of any falling off in foreign 
production we shall have to meet a very rapid and constant increase. 
As regards the increase in demand, however, I cannot help feeling 
surprised that at the present very low price such a wonderfully use-

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


June 5.—Owing to the holidays there is not much to report with 
respect to the mining or manufacturing industries of Derbyshire or 
the West Riding, seeing that during the first half of the week little 
or no work was done in any direction. The railways, too, as usual, 
shunted the mineral traffic in favour of excursions in addition to the 
ordinary passenger service. Very little coal found its way to the 
Metropolis up to the present time, but the merchants and dealers 
were previously well supplied. But the stoppage of three days will 
make little or no difference to either masters or workmen, seeing 
that for some time past the pits have not been working more than 
four days a week, and some indeed not more than three. The 
weather is also beginning to tell still more unfavourably for the 
consumption of house coal, and this will affect Derbyshire fully as 
much as any other district. Prices, low as they are, in all proba- 
bility will see a lower point, although even now they are unremune- 
rative to the colliery owners. 

The Silkstone coal is now delivered in London as low as 20s. a 
ton, and that will not admit of a profit after all the expenses are 
deducted, and these of course are considerably higher than the actual 
cost of the coal at the pits. Steam coal has been comparatively quiet 
for some time, although last week some of the collieries took an 
increased tonnage, owing to running more trains than usual during 
the holidays. The blast-furnaces have gone on much as usual, for 
to them holidays are unknown, for they cannot be put ovt of blast 
and in again in the course of a dayor two, Stocks, however, are by 
no means heavy, whilst the local consumption may be said to be 
fairly good, for the large foundries have been working well, and 
no doubt will continue to do so. 

In Sheffield, although trade has been anything but good for a 
considerable time past, the holidays were kept up in the usual 
manner during the first three days, and judging from the busy scenes 
in the streets, the numbers who went away by railway, and those 
| who visited the various places of amusement, there was evidently no 
lack of money, Since last notice, however, it may be said orders 
have reached some of the manufacturers who previously were par- 
ticularly quiet, that will find more employment for their hands. 
Makers of Bessemer steel, excepting for special qualities of billets, 
are having a hard time of it, as comparatively little is now being 
used by rail-makers, and only a moderate quantity in ordinary forg- 
ings. Cruclble steel is also quiet as regards the requirements of 
cutlers and tool raanufacturers, as well as for castings. The makers 
of Siemens-Martin steel are also in asimilar state, although the 
demand for this material has certainly been on the increase. 

In armour plates no change has taken place, and both Cammell’s 
and Browns continue todo wellin them. In other descriptions of 
plates and rolled iron, quietness is still the rule, and a number of 
puddlers at the Atlas Works are consequently under notice to leave. 
Outlery manufacturers have had some orders recently for the better 
qualities of knives, but they are but of moderate extent. It is 
expected, however, that American orders will now come to hand, 
seeing that but little has been done with that country for months 
past, whilst English knives in many of the States have a much 
higher reputation than those made at home. In edge tools, files, 
saws, and similar goods the business doing is still but moderate. 
From Australia and others of our colonies the demand for general 
hardware goods and tools has not materially increased of late, but 
a change for the better is now anticipated. Light agricultural im- 
plements, mathematical tools, and lawn mowers are now in steady 
request. The engine-works have been kept fairly going, and some 
of the foundries are also busier than they were. 

In South Yorkshire the coal trade has undergone but little 
change. Households are in moderate demand, but at rates that do 
not admit of profit. On the other hand, however, there is a very 
fair enquiry for steam qualities, and a good deal continues to be 
sent to both Hull and Grimsby for shipment to the North of Europe. 
During the week despite the stoppage of the collieries, several coal- 
laden vessels cleared out of Goole for the home ports. 











REPORT FROM NORTH WALKS, SALOP, AND CARDIGAN. 


June 6.—A visitor to the Slate Quay at Carnarvon would be much 
interested in the method of ship-loading and the rapidity with which 
the process is accomplished. There are two men loading slates 
from the stock, and wheeling them on barrows to the side of the 
ship. Here are two weighing-machines, each weighted with 2 cwts. 
On one of these a man puts slates until the weights are balanced. 
He then makes a mark on a slate opposite the size of the slates just 
weighed. A boy then slides the weighed slates down a plank to 
the hold of the ship while the man weighs another 2cwts. on the 
other machine. Each lot of slates weighed occupies 4 min., or 
1 ton every 5 mins., equal to 12 tons an hour; and this without the 
least harry and in an orderly manner. On Saturday last there were 
19 vessels loading or waiting to be loaded with slates at, this port. 
During the winter there has been a greater demand for small than 
for larger slates, but the demand for the larger sizes has now 
greatly increased, and the condition of the trade may be described 
as fairly good,

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


June 5.—The depression which is so generally felt in most of the 
staple trades of this district is now extending to the coal and coke 
trades. There is, however, still a good demand for best steam quali- 
ties in Northumberland, but works where second-class steam coal is 
produced are scarcely fully employed. There is no change in the 
value of any kind of fuel. At Amble and Blyth, where the harbours 
nave been so much improved lately, the shipments of coal is carried 
on vigorously, and the shipments at these ports are being rapidly in- 

During the month of May the export of coals from Blyth 
amounted to 41,805 tons, being an increase of about 10,000 tons over 
the previous month, and much in excess of any previous month's 
shipments at the port. The bulk of the coals shipped were 
best steam coal m Bebside, Cowpen, Cambois, Ashington, 
Bedlington, Choppington, and other collieries. A large number of 
steamers have loaded at the port during the past month from various 
home and foreign ports,and last week the value of the vessels in 
the harbour was estimated at 200,000. The Harbour Commissioners 
are still vigorously carrying out improvements at the port for the 
P of accommodating the steamers which are now at- 
tracted tothe port. Itis intended to widen the entrance to the 
harbour to the extent of 150 ft.; and, when this is completed, there 
will bea deep water channel available for any tonnage. At present 
it is estimated that vessels loading at Blyth will save on an average 
100/., made by increased freight, lower charges for pilotage, harbour 
dues, &c, The shipments of coal at Amble are also being increased 
since the improvements in the harbour were effected. The demand 
for house coal in these rivers continues fair, but it certainly is not 
strong. 

In Beckie considerable depression is now felt in some branches of 
the coal and coke trades, a number of works have been closed during 
the present year, and the hands have been considerably reduced at 
other works, and at the present moment a considerable number of 
miners and others are out of employment in the county. 

This is of course the dull season for the gas coal trade, and con- 
siderable stocks will now be made, and the collieries will only 
be worked moderately for some time, The demand for manu- 
facturing coal and for coke for inland consumption is very moderate 
at present, consequent on the depressed state of the iron trade and 
the closing of so many blast-furnaces, and this has a serious effect 
on the working of many of the collieries in Durham, some of them 
indeed are worked little more that half time at present. 

The Pig-iron Trade has been pretty steady this week, and the slight 
improvement in prices on Tuesday last has been maintained. Makers 
adhere firmly to the rates lately fixed by them—37s. is about the rate 
now paid for No. 3 iron, and No. 4 forge 35s. 3d. The shipments are 
very heavy, being 24,469 tons for the week and 85,635 tons for the 
month, so far as gone. A large reduction of stocks is expected. The 
finished iron trade continues to sink fast, owing to the small business 
doing in the shipyards. There is no change in the value of 
manufactured iron. Ship-plates are 4/. 17s. 6d., angles 4/. 12s. 6d., 
bars 51. 2s,6d. The coal and coke trades are quiet at Middles- 
borough. 

The Shipping Trade is, on the whole, improving, but the process 
is rather slow. More vessels are, however, being gradually got to 
work, and when all of them are again employed it is hoped that the 
laying down of keels for new vessels in the shipyards will again be 
commenced. Work at the shipyards continue much depressed, and 
several yards are almost entirely closed, so far as new vessels are 
concerned, some of them, however, have a good deal of repairing 
work in hand. The Howden Yard, connected with Palmer's great 
works at Jarrow, has been closed for the present 

As we have often remarked in this letter, the use of the electric 
light continues to be introdaced for lighting works, factories, &c. 

is light has now been adopted in the passenger steamer Royal 
Dane, belonging to the Tyne Steam Shipping Company. The power 
for the new light is derived from a 40-light dynamo machine, work- 
ing 1400 revolutions per minute, driven by a Tangye engine of 4- 
horse power. The lamps used are the Swan patent, and the Sie- 
mens machine, in addition to lighting these, will supply the motive 
power for two large lanterns on deck to be used for cargo loading, 
&c. The Royal Dane sailed from the Tyne on Saturday for London, 
and the new light has given very great satisfaction. In the saloon 
and other parts of the ship the effect is much admired, and as there 
is an entire absence of heat and smell from the light, this is alsoa 
great advantage. Daring the voyage an interesting experiment was 
also tried. A light has been invented which can be fixed to life 
buoys when a man gets overboard at night. On Saturday night one 
of these lights and buoy was thrown into the sea, and it was visible 
about half an honr afterwards. It is stated that the Board of Trade 
are interesting themselves in these experiments; it is believed that 
this application of the light will be found valuable as a means of 
saving life at sea. It will show a person overboard where the buoy 
is, and when the buoy is attached to the body of a person it will 
show rescuers where he may be picked up.

The 
thickness and vast extent of the vein was, of course, proved subse- 
quently. Mr, Vaughan was, we believe, originally a Tyne-side 
working man—an ironworker—and be with his partner, Mr. Bolckow, 
hada small ironworks at Walker.

And it is evident that these seams must have cropped out on the sea 
coast near Whitby, as the ore was gathered on the sea beach, and 
the fragments were worn round by the action of the sea. 








REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE. 


June 5.—-Business operations in this district have, as usual, been 
so much interfered with by the Whitsuntide holidays during the past 
week that there is very little news to give in an ordinary report of 
trade. In the Manchester district collieries have been closed en- 
tirely since Tuesday and Wednesday, and work will scarcely be fully 
resumed until well into next week. In other districts pits have also 
been stopped for about three days, and, indeed, it would be of little 
use keeping collieries running, as the means of transit both by rail- 
way and canal are to a large extent practically closed, the railway 
companies being so much occupied by the holiday passenger traffic 
that the local mineral traffic has to be almost completely held in 
abeyance, whilst in many places advantage is taken of Whit week 
to close the canals for repairs. Up to the commencement of the 
holidays there was a fair demand for both house-fire coal and other 
classes of fuel for iron-making and general trade purposes, and the 
month has opened without any announced alteration in the quoted 
list rates. 

Generally, however, there is a want of firmness in the market, 
and there is a considerable quantity of coal held under load in many 
of the pit sidings, which is pushed for sale at very low prices. So 
far as the actual selling prices can be tested they would seem to be 
slightly lower ; best Wigan Arley can be bought at the pit mouth at 
about 8s. 6d. to 9s.; inferior qualities and Pemberton Four-foot at 
7s.; and some second qualities of house coal at as low as 6s. 6d. per 
ton. Common round coals are very low in price, and can be bought 
at from 5s. to 5s. 6d. per ton at the pit. Engine classes of fuelalsocon- 
tinue low, notwithstanding the lessened production of ‘slack. Burgy 
can be got at about 4s. 6d., and good slack does not average more 
than 3s. 6d, to 4s. per ton. 

Shipping has been quiet with Lancashire steam coal, averaging 
about 7s. per ton delivered at the High Level, Liverpool, or the Gar- 
ston Docks. In the iron trade business has also been almost entirely 
suspended, and works have been closed for a considerable portion of 
the week. The Manchester iron market on Tuesday was the only

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE.

GOVERNMENT INSPECTION OF EXPLOSIVES. 


The report for 1883 of H.M. Inspectors of Explosives, with a copy 
of which we have been favoured by the Home Department, contains 
much information of paramount importance as offering suggestions 
which may avert calamity in the future. It is remarked that the 
year just passed has been conspicuous for the numerous and very 
serious outrages on the public peace by means of explosions which 
have been effected or attempted. These disturbances have resulted 
in two material modifications of the law relating to explosives. The 
most important of these was the passing of the Explosives Sub- 
stances Act, 1883, of which the more material provisions are :— 

1.—The malicious causing by any explosive substances of an ex- 
plosion of a nature likely to endanger life or to cause serious injury 
to property is made punishable (whether or not any injury to person 
or property has ensued) by penal servitude for life ; or by imprison- 
ment with or without hard labour not exceeding two years (section 2). 

2.—Any act done with intent to cause any such explosion, in the 
United Kingdom, or any conspiracy with such intent, or any posses- 
sion of any explosive substance with such intent, or with the object 
of enabling another person by means of euch explosive to cause 
serious injury to property in the United Kingdom, is made punish- 
able by penal servitude not exceeding 20 years, or by imprisonment 
with or without hard labour not exceeding two years, and a 
forfeiture of the explosive (section 3). 

3.—The making or knowingly having in possession any explosive 
substance under such circumstances as to give rise toa reasonable 
suspicion that such making or possession is not for a lawful purpose, 
is, unless the person so makingor pee the explosivecan rebut the 
suspicion (the burden of disproof being upon him), made punishable 
by penal servitude not exceeding 14 years, or by imprisonment with 
or without hard labour not exceeding two years, and forfeiture of 
the explosive ; and the person charged, and the wife or husband (as 
the case may be) may, if such person think fit, be called, sworn, ex- 
amined, and cross-examined, as an ordinary witness in the case (sec- 
tion 4). 

4.—An accessory in any offence under the Act is rendered liable as 
a principal, and this liability is extended to any subject of Her 
Majesty who acts as an accessory without Her Majesty’s dominions 
(section 5). 

5.—Provision is made for an enquiry by any justice authorised on 
that behalf by the Attorney-General in cases where a crime under 
the Act is believed to have been committed, and where no person is 
actually charged, and also for the apprehension of absconding wit- 
nesses (section 6). 

6.—Crimes under the Act may not be prosecuted except with the 
leave of the Attorney-General (section 7). 

7.—The sections in the Explosives Act, 1875, relative to the 
search, seizure, and detention of explosives are made applicable in 
the case of offences under this Act; and the masters and owners of 
vessels may, on reasonable suspicion, open any package on board 
the vessel, and if they find any dangerous goods therein may throw 
the same overboard (section 8). 

8. The term “explosive substances” is to include any materials 
for making any explosive substance; also any apparatus, machine, 
implement, or materials used or intended to be used or adapted for 
causing or aiding in causing any explosion in, or with any explosive 
substance ; also any part of any such apparatus, machine, or imple- 
ment (section 9), 

The other modification of the existing law was effected by three 
new Orders in Council, which were made on April 20, and published 
in the London Gazette of that date. Broadly speaking, the object 
and effects of these Orders may be described as the prohibition of 
the keeping in stores, or registered premises, or for private use, of 
dynamite and certain other descriptions of explosive which lend 
themselves readily to the commission of outrages, except in pur- 
suance of a police certificate that the person keeping such explosive 
is a fit person to keep the same; such certificates being granted 
(subject to an appeal to a court of summary jurisdiction), at the 
discretion of the chief officer of police of the district in which the 
store or registered premises are situated, or in the case of private 
use, in which the applicant resides; and they are valid for such 
limited period as may be assigned therein, and in the case of private 
use for some specified pu The number of factories under 
continuing certificate and license at the end of the year was 
104, being an increase of four on the preceding year. The dynamite 
trade has continued very active, though the almost complete suspen- 

sion of manufacture in the Pembrey factory, consequent on the 
serious explosions which occurred there in November, 1882, and the 
necessity thereby disclosed for comprehensive alteration of the system 
of manufacture, has left the home production of this explosive en- 
tirely in the hands of Nobel's Explosives Company (Limited), who

some extent, affect the importation of this explosive, which has been 
extraordinarily brisk during the past year. 

The suspension of manufacture of blasting gelatine was referred 
to in the Inspectors’ previous report. In the present they say that 
suspension still continues. Considerable pressure was brought to 
bear upon the Department to relax the conditions which we re- 
quired to be observed with regard to this material, and especially 
as to its power of resisting repeated freezing and thawing without 
undergoing sensible physical change. Memorials were addressed to 
the Home Office by miners in different parts of the country, com- 

laining of the lo:s and inconvenience to which they were sub- 
ected by being unable to obtain supplies of this valuable blasting 
agent, and their representations were in several instances supported 
by Members of Parliament. The answer in every case was the 
same. The tests imposed by the Department were essential to 
safety ; these tests had been applied from the first ; the larger pro- 

rtion of the samples tested (and all those of 1882 manufacture) 

ad satisfied these tests. Accordingly it was open to the manu- 
facturers to supply blasting gelatine of the Lorn f of the original 
samples and of the larger proportion of that which we had found 
in circulation ; we could not consistently with what we regarded as 
our duty to the public and to the consumers relax restrictions 
which experience had shown to be perfectly practicable; and any 
representation on the subject of the rage es of the explosive 
would be more properly addressed to the manufacturers than to the 
Home Office. The position which we assumed has been satisfactorily 
confirmed by what we saw and learnt in the course of a 
visit which one of us paid in the autumn to three of the Con- 
tinental dynamite factories at which blasting gelatine is exten- 
sively manufactured—at Kriimmel, in North Germany, at Zamky, 
in Bohemia, and at Presburg, in Hungary. We found that 
these factories were producing without any difficulty and in 
considerable quantities blasting gelatine, which appeared to 
be wholly free from the particular defects of liability to exudation 
and liquefaction which we had signalised in the home-made explo- 
sive, and the experienced managers of those factories ridiculed the 
idea of the physical tests which we impose being either impossible 
to satisfy or excessive. Indeed, this contention is no longer seriously 
maintained even by the home manufacturer. And having now, as 
we hope, approached an understanding with regard to the meaning 
to be assigned to the word “ exudation” in connection with this ex- 
plosive, and as to the degree of permissible softening in the material, 
we trust the manufacture of blasting gelatine will shortly be resumed 
in this country, and that the quality of the material produced will 
be such as to leave the consumer no ground for complaining of the 
action of this Department in refusing to relax necessary and, as it 
has proved, quite practicable conditions, and so to purchase what 
might be regarded as a temporary, though perilous, convenience at 
the cost of a substantial and permanent gain. 
As to the illegal manufacture of explosives the Inspectors report 
that now and again they come across some instance of what they 
may describe as the experimental making of an unauthorised explo- 
sive for trial, as in the case of some “ planclastite” manufactured 
in ignorance of the law by a Mr.Turpin fortrial in the Cleveland dis- 
trict, but they are satisfied that the commercial manufacture of ex- 
plosives is now generally strictly regulated with few exceptions. 
Reference is very properly made to Dr. Dupré’s action at Birming- 
ham, and most readers will share the surprise expressed by the In- 
spectors that he did not receive even thanks for what he did. They 
say: The surruptitions manufacture on formidable scale in a house 
at Birmingham of explosive designed for an unlawful use was skilfully 
discovered by the Birmingham police, and the man, Alfred Whitehead, 
by whom such manufacture was being carried on, wes afterwards 
convicted at the Central Criminal Court, together with Thomas 
Gallagher, Henry Wilson, and John Cartin, under the Treason Felony 
Act, 1848 (11 Vic. c. 12, s. 3), and they were all sentenced to penal 
servitude for life. In this case an accident of a serious character 
was narrowly averted, for Whitehead having been arrested while a 
batch of nitro-glycerine was in process of manufacture, and when 
a quantity of the same remained unseparated from the acids, 
upon which Dr. Dupré and one of us found it floating when we ar- 
rived on the scene, it must be obvious to any one who is conversant 
with this subject that it was only by a most fortunate combination 
of circumstances that an explosion, due to spontaneous decomposi- 
tion, did not occur before the source of risk could be removed. 
(This point is especially referred to by Dr. Dupré in his report.) 
As there was in the adjoining room a carboy containing no less than 
170 lbs. of nitro-glycerine, the consequences of an explosion, 
in a densely populated neighbourhood, must have been most 
serious. Fortunately it proved practicaple to separate the nitro- 
gycerine from the acids in time, and this and the already 
manufactured nitro-glycerine were converted into dynamite by 
a man called McCreadie, whom Nobel’s Explosives Company 
obligingly placed at our disposal for this purpose, and were 
destroyed by burning at the Birmingham Sewage Farm with- 
out mishap. It is only due to Dr. Dupré that we should record our 
opinion that to his promptness and skill in dealing at considerable 
personal risk with the dangerous state of things which existed at 
Whitehead’s factory at Birmingham, the public is mainly indebted 
for escaping the very serious disaster which may be regarded as 
having been imminent at the time of his arrival. We are the more 
anxious to avail ourselves of this opportunity to place on record our 
appreciation of the important services rendered by Dr. Dupré on this 
occasion, first because it strictly forms no part of Dr. Dupré's duty 
as chemical adviser to this department to undertake work of this 
description ; secondly, because the character of these services is not 
generally known; and, thirdly, because we can hardly doubt that 
had the Corporation of Birmingham appreciated the magnitade and 
imminence of the risk which was averted mainly by Dr. Dupré’s 
skilful and courageous action, they would not have failed to bestow 
upon it at least some sort of verbal recognition. 
According to the returns furnished by the local authorities in 1883 
(returns which, however, as in the case of stores, are, they fear, not 
always as complete or correct as they should be), the number of 
registered premises in the United Kingdom on April 1, 1883, was :— | 
England and Wales, 16,958 ; Scotland, 1742; Ireland, 686= 19,386. | 
The Inspectors have during the year devoted a good deal of atten- 
tion to registered premises, and have succeeded in inspecting as | 
many as 319 of these places, which is considerably in excess of the | 
number inspected in any previous year. The result of these inspec- | 
tions, taken as a whole, cannot, they fear, be regarded as satis- | 
factory. Their visits have continually disclosed the very gravest | 
neglect on the part of the occupiers of registered premises even to | 
inform themselves as to the law affecting their business, and a still 
more widespread neglect to observe it. And the prominent cause of 
this negligence in a matter which so nearly affects the public safety | 
is plainly the want of energy on the part of the local authorities in | 
their administration of the law affecting these places. As the In- 
spectors remarked in their last annual report, “even in districts 
where the local authorities are vigilant and their officers capable 
and energetic we often find a tendency to neglect the registered 
premises, a tendency which we are careful to do all in our power 
to correct, by impressing upon the officers that it is, after all, in 
the registered premises, rather than in the stores, that the most 
frequent and fatal accidents are liable to occur.” The trade 
in the importation of foreign dynamite, which became established 
in 1881, after the expiration of the Nobel’s English dynamite patents 
in March of that year, continued briskly during 1883; and the In- 
spectors received notice of the importation into the country of 46 
cargoes of dynamite, amounting to 1,920,650 lbs., as against 24 car- 
goes with 1,008,050 lbs. in 1882. 
The non-observance of the Act is, in many cases (especially in 
Ireland, where the larger proportion of the proceedings were insti- 
tuted), so directly traceable to the inaction and negligence of the 
local authorities themselves, that the Inspectors conceived that 
the process of causing offenders to be brought up before them by 
their own officers would tend to procure greater vigour of action 
on their part. It must be obvious that the fact of these 
numerous irregularities being brought to light, not by the 
local authorities, who are primarily responsible for the control of the 
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In rs,in the course of what may be described as more or less 
chance visits, testifies only too plainly to the grave local neglect 
which —_ in many districts, and suggests unsatisfactory con- 
siderations as to the condition of many of the places which Inspec- 
tors have been unable to visit. Even in a year of exceptional acti- 
vity, as regards registered ises, they have been unable to visit 
more than 319 of such prem out of a total of 19,386 returned as 
existing, or less than 2 per cent. Obviously, therefore, unless the 
Home Office staff is to be largely increased, it is to the local 
authorities and not to the Government Inspectors that the 
public must look, as the Act intended them to look, for the safe 
and proper control of these mage ts and from this point of view 
the numerous proceedings which they felt it their duty to cause to 
be taken in regard to places of this description is exceedingly dis- 
couraging. Nor do the cases to which these proceedings relate ex- 
haust the list of irregularities which the Inspectors observed in places 
for which the local authorities are primarily responsible, for there 
were other cases in which explosive was placed by them or at their 
instance under seizure and afterwards released without proceedings. 
The total number of cases of seizure in which the Inspectors were 
concerned (including also factories and magazines) was 62; but in 
11 of these cases the explosive was oop were d released by them. 
The number of: visits of all sorts exceeds the total of any preceding 
year; and it would have been considerably larger but for the faot 
that one of them was almost wholly occupied for some months 
collecting materials for legislation next Session on the subject of 
mineral oils, The enquiry involved a deal of travelling at 
home and abroad, resulting in a total of 242 visits of different sorts, 
and practically rendered the officer so employed non-available during 
the period when he was so engaged for the purpose of inspections 
under the Explosives Act. 

The Inspectors think it is only due to the local authorities of those 
places, which are conspicuous examples of a zealous and efficient 
application of the Act, and to their officers, to specify the more im- 
portant of the districts and places where, so far as our recent or for- 
mer observations go, asatisfactory state of things generally prevails. 
These are Aberdeenshire, Ayrshire, Cardiganshire, Cumberland, Corn- 
wall, Dumbartonshire, Durham, Devonshire, Edinburgh, Fife, Lin- 
lithgow, Lancashire (parts of), Pembrokeshire, Lanark, Merioneth, 
Staffordshire, Stirlingshire, Westmoreland (parts of), Yorkshire, 
and among the cities and boroughs, the Metropolis, Bath, Birming- 
ham, Bristol, Edinburgh, Glasgow, Huddersfield, Liverpool, Norwich, 
Sheffield, to which some others of which they do not happen to have 
personal experience might probably be added; but their extended 
experience during the year of the work of the local authority has, on 
the whole, gone largely to confirm the very unfavourable impres- 
sions which we have before too frequently had occasion to record of 
the general character of that work. The number of accidents by 
explosion and fire of which'this Department has had cognizance 
during the year was 172, causing, so far as is known, 39 deaths, and 
injuring 109 persons.
